TEXT OF THE ‘STATEMENT. 


The President in his statement said: 
In my,message to Congress of 
April 16, at the opening of the spe- 
cial session, I gave my views as to 
broad principles which I -felt were 
of importance in tariff legislation. 
"One of the subjects I then pre- 
sented was the importance of main- 
taining the flexible tariff. That 
principle was advocated over a long 
_ term of years by members of all 


political parties, and it was enacted 
in the 1922 tariff law. I advocated 
it at that time and since as a ne- 
cessity in protection of public in- 
terest. ° 

The essential of the flexible tariff 
is that, with respect to a particu- 
lar commodity, after exhaustive de-.. 
termination of the facts as to dif- 
ferences of cost of production at 
home and abroad by a tariff com- 
mission, comprised of one-half of 
its members from each political 
oa whose selection is approved 

y the Senate, then the President 

| should, upon recommendation of the 
commission, promulgate changes in 
the tariff on that commodity not to 
exceed 50 per cent of the rates 
| fixed by Congress. 

Under these provisions the Presi- 
dent, has no authority to initiate 
any changes in the tariff. 

No power rests on the Executive 
until after recommendations by the 
commission. Any change must 
arise from application directly to 
the commission, and his authority 
in the matter becomes a simple act 
of proclamation of the recommen- 
dation of the commissioner, or, on 
the other hand, a refusal to issue 
such a proclamation, amounting to 
a veto of the conclusions of the 
commission. 

In no sense, therefore, can. it be 
claimed that the President can 
alter the tariff at will, or that 
despotic power is conferred upon 
the Executive. It has been de- 
clared a constitutional procedure 
by the Supreme Court.

The first draft of the invitation was

is every reason to believe that. favor- 
able replies from the dominion cap- 
itals are now in the hands of the 
London government.

Tt may be pointed. out that for- 
merly the failure of England and 
America to agree on cruisers had 
proved a stumbling block to naval 
limitation or reduction negotiations 
and that with this out of the way 
the path ought to be open for prog- 
ress. The invitation probably will 
mention that the agreement hetween 
Washington and London is tentative 
as yet, which is to say it would be- 
come valid when incorporated in the 
larger treaty.

Colombian House Orders Trial of 
Rengifo for Misusing Funds. 


Spec’al Cable to THz New Yorke Tres. 

BOGOTA, Colombia, Sept. 24.—Ig- 
nacio Rengifo, former Minister for 
War, will be tried for misuse of army 
funds as a result of a vote of the 
House of Representatives last night, 
adopting a majority report of a 
House investigating committee. 

The resolution provides for the ap- 
pointment of a member of the House 
to present and defend before the 
Senate charges that Sefior Rengifo 
solicited from the paymaster of the 
army for a Boe — of 
money exceedin e a egally 
due a as Minister of War. 

Sefior Rengifo was appointed Min- 
ister for War at the penlening of the 
Abadia administration and was forced 
to resign in June of this year because 
of the civil commotions in Bogota. 
A decree of President Abadia on 
Sept. 5 named Sefior Rengifo Minis- 
ter to Great Britian, but he has not 
departed for this post. 

The House will name the member 
to present the charges on Thursday. 


Nationalist Defeat Reported. 


HANKOW, Sept. 24 ().—Badly 
battered, the steamer Kiang Ching 
arrived here today, bringing news of 
a disastrous blow suffered by the 
Wationalist Government forces at the 
hands of General Chang Fa-kwei and 
his revolting ‘‘Ironsides,’’ the Fourth 
Cantonese Division. 

Three ships transporting National- 
ist troops from Hankow were nearing 
Ichang on Sept. 19 when they were 
heavily shelled, more than fifty men 
being killed and hundreds wounded. 

Altogether 5,000 Nationalist troops 
and considerable munitions were cap- 
tured by the ‘Ironside’ troops. Two 
ships were captured, and the third 
permitted to return to Hankow.

RESUME PA PARLEYS 


Henderson Hands n Gattorthvederely 
Same Demands in London 
Latter Rejected in July. 


THEY CONFER TWO HOURS 


But Both Nations Have Stood Firm 
Regarding Renewing Relations 
and Accord Seems Unlikely.

LONDON, Sept. 23.—The British 
and Soviet governments’ resumed to- 
day their puzzling discussion of 
which is the horse and which is the 
cart as the preliminary to an agree- 
ment on which to put first. In 
other words, the Russian Ambassa- 
dor at Paris, M. Dovgalevsky, has 
returned to London for another con- 
ference with Arthur Henderson, the 
British Foreign Minister, concerning 
the possibility of resuming  diplo- 
matic reélations between the two 
countries.” 

They tried the same thing last July 
without any results whatever be- 
cause the. Russian insisted tnat for- 
mal diplomatic relations: be re-estab- 
lished before any disputes between 
the two countries be considered at 
all and Mr. Henderson was equally 
insistent: that before England ‘could 
and would recognize Russia diplo- 
matically the Seviet government 
must give assurance against Boi- 

shevik propaganda anywhere ‘in the 
British Empire and also agree to 
consider the Russians’ debt to Brit- 
ish citizens, estimated in England 
at something like $1,500,000,000, That 
was the estimate offered by Ramsay 
MacDonald himself in the House of 
Commons five years ago. 

Since last July's. failure to oh 
any compromise in the matter, Rus- 
sia has repeatedly insisted on the 
stand she took then and the British 
Foreign Office has been equally firm, 
Hence the bewilderment in London 
as to why the discussion has now 
been resumed and the skepticism as 
to whether there will be any results.

Vincent Richards, holder of the

Richards had_ little - trouble de- 
feating Joseph A. Farrell, the pro- 
fessional at the Cherry Valley Club, 
6—1, 6—1, 6—1, in a third-round 
match while Kozeluh disposed of 
Hans Hummel, former German cham- 
pion, who now is with the Rips 
Courts, 6—1, 6—0, 6—0, in a second- 
round match. 

The Kozeluh-Hummel encounter at- 
tracted the greater interest among 
the onlookers and provided the more 
thrilling play. Kozeluh, always a col- 
orful player, turned in a characteris- 
tic match with clever shots. There is 
a similarity in the styles of the two 
men, but certainly Kozeluh was the 
master throughout, his wide break- 
ing service making Hummel race 
around madly in his efforts to re- 
cover. 


Applause for Hummel. 


Several times Hummel drew the 
applause of .the spectators with 
sharply placed shots that elicited ex- 
clamations of praise from his rival 
as well. However, Kozeluh made 
far fewer errors and at no stage 


lost command of the games. 

Farrell was able to get a game in 
each set from Richards, but the for- 
mer amateur star never was really 
threatened. His forceful killing 
shots along the sidelines and his 
ever resourceful volleying made the 
result almost a foregone conclusion. 

Wallace Johnson, former Davis 
Cup star, and now coach of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania players, de- 
feated George Agutter of the West 
Side Tennis Club, and head of the 
professional association, 6—2, 6—2,

New York City’s Ownership of 
Station Is Immaterial. 


ASSAILS WAVE-LENGTH PLEA 


Says Broadcasting Is Interstate 
Commerce, Subject to Federal 
Legislation.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Radio 
broadcasting is interstate commerce, 
subject to Federal legislation, and it 
is immaterial whether the appellant 
is a municipality, the Federal Radio 
Commission contends in its reply 
brief filed today in the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals in the 
case of the City of New York, on 
behalf of WNYC, municipal broad- 


casting station, which appealed from 
the commission's decision refusing 
the station full time on the air. 

The commission contends that 
WNYC has not been deprived of 
property without due process of law, 
and that the commission’s decision 
was correct upon the facts. 

Under the reallocation plan effec- 
tive Nov. 11, 1928, WNYC was 
forced to share time with WMCA, 
New York, on 570 kilocycles. WNYC 
applied for but was denied full time. 

The City of New York, on behalf 
of its station, made much of the fact 
that WNYC is a municipal station. 
The commission answers that this is 
“immaterial.” 

“Even if there were a govern- 
mental use of the station,’’ the com- 
mission says, ‘‘the State of New 
York cannot thereby avoid its adher- 
ence to the Constitution of the 
United States, which vests the ex- 
clusive regulation of interstate com- 
merce in Congress and its ins en- 
talities."’ The commission argues 
| that ‘‘the standing of the station in 
the present appeal is in no way im- 
proved by reason of its being a mu- 
nicipal corporation.”’ 

NYC has no property right in its 
wave, the commission contends. 

‘““‘The only right of which the station 
claims to be deprived is that of ‘full

FOR A SEPARATION 


Charges Behavior of Wealthy 
Broker Is Detrimental to 
Their Children. 


Her belief that his reputedly in- 
elegant table manners had a detri- 
mental effect upon their two small 
children is one of the reasons which 
led Mrs. Elena de Arostegui Slade, 


daughter of the Marquess and Mar- 
quesa de ta Ana y Santa Maria 
of Havana, to file a separation ac- 
tion against Captain Henry, Lewis 
Slade, wealthy stock broker and de- 
scendant of a Mayflower family, it 
was disclosed yesterday when Su- 
preme Court Justice McCook signed 
an order of publication in the suit. 
Mrs. Slade said the order was neces- 
sary because her husband ‘“‘has de- 
parted from his usual haunts,’’ from 
their apartment at 103 East Seventy- 
fifth Street, and ‘‘no: longer fre- 
quents the ‘Yale Club, of which he is 
a member.” 

Mrs. Slade asserted that ever since 
July, 1928, four months after the 
we ding, ‘when Captain Slade told 
her he could do anything he wished 
because she was a Roman Catholic 
and could not get a divorce, he has 
been cruel to her. 

Captain Slade found fault with 
her, Mrs. Slade continued, because 
she did not make the turkey they 
had for dinner on Christmas Day in 
1928 last for six meals. His table 
manners, she declared, were ‘‘con- 
tinually atrocious” and. a bad exam- 
ple to their children, George and 

arvis.

CONDEMN EXCLUSIVENESS 


But Voice Fear That What Brooklyn 
Pastor Did Openly, Many 
Others Do Subtly. 


Forty-two Protestant ministers of 
New York and vicinity confess a 
“‘general guilt and perplexity’’ con- 
cerning the problem of racial ex- 
clusiveness in their churches, ac- 
cording to a release issued. yesterday 
by the Conference of Younger 
Churchmen, and have affixed their 
Signatures to a statement of that 
effect. 

The action of the Rev. William 8. 
Blackshear in~ excluding negroes 
from the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of St. Matthew, in Brooklyn, 
has led the forty-two other minis- 


ters to “join in condemning the 
wider and more pervasive attitude 
of racial exclusiveness, of which this 
is only one instance,’’ and to admit 
that ‘‘what he and his congregation 
have done openly many of us have 
tended to do subtly, though perhaps 
unconsciously. 

“Again an ‘again our missionaries, 
at home and abroad, have been em- 


churches to make themselves inclu- 
sive, although professing a religion 
|which transcends racial barriers,”’ 
| the statement continues. 
| “‘While attention is being fastened 
{upon a single instance, we confess 
| more & eneral guilt and perplexity. 
If the Church seriously intends to

Many objections have been raised 
against the demand that the income 
tax returns of corporations seeking 
tariff favors shall be made” public.

Prayer and Psalms Constitute the 
Service Held: Over Maple Coffin 
Lehman Heads Palibearers, 





The funeral of Louis Marshall, law- 
ver and philanthropist, who died in 
Zurich, Switzerland, on Sept. 11, was 
held yesterday at the new Temple 
Emanu-El, Fifth Avenue and Sixty- 
fifth Street. 

About 4,600 persons, including rep- 
resentatives of more than fifty relig- 
jous, social and philanthropic organ- 
izations, attended the simple ceremo- 
nies. They bowed in reverence be- 
fore Mr. Marshall’s bier as it stood 
in the centre of the vast sanctuary | 
on a low metal base, covered with | 
a blanket of red roses and bathed | 
in soft light which seeped down upon | 
it through hidden apertures in the | 
ceiling. ; 

Outside, lining both sides of Fifth | 
‘Avenue from Sixty-eighth to Sixtieth | 
Street, was a throng of 25,000 men, 
women and children, who, unable to 
find room in the temple, waited for 
hours from early morning to pay a 
tribute of reverent silence to Mr. | 
Marshall. : : 

The funeral ceremony was one of 
austere simplicity, contrasting mark- | 
edly with the magnificence of the | 
house of worship, whose portals were | 
opened for the funeral in advance 
of the temple’s official dedication, 
set for Oct. 4. ’ 

It was in accordance with Mr. 


Marshall’s wish that no elaborate 
ritual was conducted and no eulogies 
pronounced. A: prayer, the reading of 
psalms and music of heroic and heav- | 
tiful simplicity constituted the brictf | 
ceremony. Rabbi Samuel Schulman 
and Rabbi H. G. Enelow officiated. 
The body, accompanied by members 
of Mr. Marshall’s family, officials | 
of Congregation Emanu-El, of which | 
Mr. Marshall was president, and the 
honorary pallbearers, was taken to | 
Salem Fields Cemetery in Brooklyn, 
where burial took place in the Mar- 
shall family plot. Here Rabbi Na- | 
than Krass read the traditional Jew- 
ish burial’service. Ail thosé present 
threw white carnations into the 
grave as a final tribute. P 


Crowd Assembles Early. - 


Long before 10 A. M., the hour set 
for the service, a large crowd gath- 
ered outside the temple. A long line 
had_ formed at the temple door seek- 
ing admittance. Despite the efforts 
of the police to admit only those 
holding tickets, many who lacked | 
tickets filtered in, and when the big | 
bronze doors under the great arch 
of the building’s facade had closed, | 
fifteen minutes before the service | 
began, many who had cards of ad- | 
mission were shut out. 

Vehicular traffic was stopped along | 
Fifth Avenue from: Sixty-first to | 
Seventy-second Street: during the

of part-time schedules has been in- 
tensified by the addition of 3,566 
pupils to ‘‘short time’’ classes, most 
of them in the high schools. Many 
schools are being built, however, in| 
an effort to place all the pupils on 
full time. 

The elementary school enrolment 
shows a loss of 1,777 pupils. This 
decrease, Dr. O’Shea explained, is 
only apparent and is due to the fact 


that, because of the establishment of 
several new junior high schools, 
pupils eounted last year in the 
primary grades are now counted en- 
rolled in the junior high schools. 
These schools showed a total city- 
wide increase of 5,189 students. 

The high schools have gained 12,317 
pupils. A decrease in training-schoo! 
enrolment of 1,509 is taken to in- 
dicate that the higher requirements 
for admission put into effect recently 
have kept away many young men 
and women. 

Manhattan continues to lose in 
school population, the elementary 
school register decreasing by 10,880 
pupils and the secondary school en- 
rolment by 5,213. The high school 
loss. is largely accounted fer by the 
transfer of De Witt Clinton High 
School te the Bronx. The Manhat- 
tan junior high schools, however. 
showed a gain of 1,194 over last vear. 

The greatest student gains were 
registered in Queens, where the ele- 
mentary school increase of nearly 
7,000 pupils is the largest in any 
borough. The high schools in that 
borough now have 3,173 more pupils 
than last September. 

The part-time situation is some-| 
what as follows: There has been an 
increase of 763 pupils on short-time 
schedule throughout the city in the 
elementary schools; Brooklyn has 
cut down the part-time list by 1,014, 
so that now it consists of 20,501 pu- 
pils; Queens has gained as many 
students for its short-time classes | 
and the total number now is 9,791; | 
there has also been an increase in | 
these lists in Richmond, while in 
Manhattan there have been no such | 
lists for some time. :

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Turn Weak After 
Strength and Wide Declines 
Are Established in Leaders. 








What might be characterized as a 
mystery decline developed on the 
Stock Exchange in the last two 
hours of trading yesterday, and not 
only were the gains of the morning 
entirely wiped out, but substantial 
losses, in some cases amounting to 
more than ten points, were estab- 
lished. It was called a mystery de- 
cline because of the sudden and un- 
explained turn from strength to 
weakness and because no one ap- 
peared capable of offering a plau- 
sible excuse for the liquidation which 
swept the market impressively in the 
final hour of dealings. 

The familiar spectacle of a hand- 
ful of leading stocks sailing along 
ahead of the market occupied the 
centre of the market stage in the 
morning. These included United 
States Steel common and some twen- 
ty other issues which have been se- 
lected as the market bellwethers. 
Their morning gains were robust 
ones, boisterously established, and by 
noon a fairly representative list of 
stocks was higher. Suddenly, the 
pressure of liquidation began to 
weigh heavily. It appeared unimpor- 
tant at first, but grew more impres- 
sive as block after block of leading 
shares were offered at lower prices. 
The decline accelerated with each 
fresh offering and by the middle of 
the last hour the market was in full 
flight, with the good, bad and indif- 
ferent shares sagging raggedly, and 
without any indication of the pres- 
ence of organized or intelligent 
support, 

As is usually the case, Wall Street 
put forth a number of explanations 
for the decline. These included the 
state of money, which is certainly 
not in a position to offer much com- 
fort to the market, despite the un- 
changed 8 per cent for call funds 
yesterday. The explanations also in- 
cluded speculation on the possible 
advance in the Bank of England’s 
rediscount rate tomorrow, in view 
of the continued loss of gold by the 
bank, amounting to almost $14,000,- 
000 in the last two days. It could 
hardly be said that such a develop- 
ment abroad would occasion any 
great amount of surprise, since the 
situation as to the British Bank’s 
reserve has been growing steadily 
worse instead of better, due mainly 
to the continued drain on its gold 
reserves. 

These factors must be classed as 
mere pegs on which to hang an ex- 
planation for the stock market’s be- 
havior. They do not possess the 
element of newness, for both our 
money difficulties and the possibility 
of a rate advance abroad have been 
factors in every calculation for sev- 
eral weeks. Rather, good judges of 
the market do not hesitate to ex- 
press the opinion that its own posi- 
tion is not a satisfactory one, and 
until its infirmities are cured it is 
not likely to make any appreciable 
progress. It has been evident to 
many observers that for more than a 
fortnight the market has been in a 
trading rut, and has merely backed 
and filled without making any sort 
of progress in either direction. In 
other words, it has worked itself 
into a rut. 

There is no disposition expressed 
in Wall Street to take any but an 
optimistic view of the general busi- 
ness situation for the balance of the 
year, but it is widely admitted that 
some of the snap and buoyancy is 
absent from such important . basic 
lines as iron and steel and the auto- 
motive industry. It would be sur- 
prising indeed if the stock market 
paid no attention whatever to the 
changes which have occurred, even 
though they be moderate ones, in 
the barometric statistics. 


ADAMS EXPRESS STOCK UP. 


Rises 59 Points to 649 on Revival 
of Rumor of Merger. 


A report that a split-up of the com- 
mon shares of the Adams Express 
Company would be discussed today 
at the monthly meeting of the com- 
pany’s directors was attended yester- 
day by a rise of 59 points in the 
stock of the company, to 649. The 
turnover was 1,400 shares. The stock 
closed at 649. 

Adams Express has been frequently 
connected with the Railway and Ex- 
press Company in merger rumors, 
and a2 split-up of its stock has been 
regarded by Wall Street as a neces- 
sary preliminary to such action since 
Adams Express is selling at more 
than ten times the price of Railway 
and Express. The latter issue was 
firm, yesterday, closing unchanged at 
59%.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





News, Comment and Incident, 


On the Stock Exchange and In 


the Financial Markets. 


A general feeling of discourage- 
ment for which Wall Street seemed 
unable to account was assigned yes- 
terday as the reason for the decline 
on the Stock Exchange. There was 
a steady drum-fire of selling which 
the occasional flashy of strength in 
individual issues could not obscure. 
What appeared most significant to 
the stock market community was the 
heaviness of such issues as United 
States Steel, American Telephone 
and Telegraph, American Can, Ana- 
conda, General Electric, Montgomery 
Ward, Radio and du Pont. Traders 
saw nothing on the surface to alter 


their attitude toward the market, 
but they heard so many reports of 
the possibility of a further ‘‘down- 
ward readjustment”? that they de- 
clined to buy stocks, where they did 
not become active sellers. The one 
consoling thought for operators com- 
mitted to the advance was that yes- 
terday’s break would be the last 
market movement of the week to be 
reflected in the statement of brokers’ 
loans which the Federal Reserve 
Board will issue tomorrow. 
a 


“Talking the Market Down.” 


Experience has demonstrated that, 
given the right sort of conditions, it 
is no difficult matter to ‘‘talk the 
market down.” For some days, it 


‘was pointed out yesterday by bro- 


kerage interests, there has been what 
amounted to a campaign of propa- 
ganda apparently designed to dis- 
courage the buying of stocks. Many 
of the leading brokerage houses have 
been describing the market as a 
“sale,’’ cautioning customers against 
new commitments on the long side. 
Probably the majority of profes- 
sional operators have taken the same 
view for th~ time being. Yesterday, 
for instance, the market seemed to 
have few friends; but, as one disin- 
terested commentator remarked, it 
is often when such a condition de- 
velops that the market has its best 
chance of rallying.

Cross Currents in Money Market. 


The call money rate on the Stock 
Exchange remained at 8 per cent 
throughout yesterday despite the re- 
leasing of funds from stock payments 
made on a new $100,000,000 invest- 
ment corporation’s: shares, and the 
draining of $40,000,000 from the mar- 
ket by banks calling loans. There 
was also further evidence of the 
shifting of British funds home again 
in connection with the bolstering up 
of balances made necessary by the 
spectacular Hatry failure in London. 
Time money touched 9% per cent 
yesterday for the first time since 
May, with at least $2,000,000 lent at 
that figure for thirty days. At the 
close of the market call money was 
quoted in the outsidé market as high 


as 9 per cent.

Not So Sick as It Looked. 


The opinion was widely expressed 
in Wall Street yesterday afternoon 
that the stock market was not nearly 
so sick as it appeared to observers 
to be, in the final hour of trading. 
What evidently happened was that, 


when the leading stocks faltered and 
impressive liquidation became evi- 
dent, pool operators all along the 
line withdrew their bids and any 
distress selling which developed, 


even though small in proportions, 
was sufficient to send any particular 
stock down a few points. Naturally, 
when the blow came along, there 
was no disposition on the part of 
any one to stand and “take it.” 
Rather, the quotations were allowed 
to slide lower and lower, and, while 
a feeble rally developed at the bot- 
tom, it was not very impressive in 
character and produced only a half- 
hearted rally. me 
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An Expensive Overhead. 


Possibly the money spent in trying 
to get the market away to a winging 
start yesterday by putting up Steel 
common has already been charged to 
the overhead expense account. At 
any rate, it-was a good job while it 
lasted, but it petered out quickly 
when the real liquidation developed. 
There were exactly 10 points between 
the day’s high of Steel, 241%, and its 
closing price, 231%, and that was 
sufficient action, most of it ac- 
complished between the hours of 2 
and 3 P. M., to give even Wall 
Street’s biggest speculators a thrill. 
At any rate, all that considerable 
amount of stock used to put up the 
quotation from 237, its opening, to 
241%, its high, exhibited a substantial 
loss at the close, It is surprising, 
even to blasé Wall Street, just how 
quickly some of the high quotations 
fade when the selling starts. They 
go up step by step, but when they 
come @own, it is by. express elevator. 

a 


Of a Suspicious Nature. 


Wall Street was suspicious of the 
selling which developed yesterday 
afternon, which came mainly from 
three big houses which swamped the 
market with their orders for liquida- 
tion in the leading stocks. Two the- 
ories were advanced: One, that these 
houses were possessed of a piece of 
bearish information not known to 
the public at large; the other, that 
some big individual had become 
cramped in the market and that they 
were engaged in ‘‘selling out his 
box.”’ ere was no apparent basis 
for either supposition, but traders 
were so nervous that they seized on 
these as pretexts to explain the de- 
cline. soe 
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Too Many Friends. 


The opinion was expressed in some 
quarters of the financial district yes- 
terday that one of the difficulties 
with the present market is that it 
has too many friends and relatives. 
It is perfectly surprising, too, how 
many of these friends and relatives 
have losses on stock purchased 
within the last month and are only 


waiting for their particular issues 
to get back to their prices before 
passing the burden along. to wider 
and stronger shoulders. The expe- 
rience of a good-sized speculator who 
returned to Wall Street just after 
Labor Day is an example of what 
has occurred in many cases. He 
came back bullish and took on quite 
a line of stocks, including a lot of 
the best steels, some coppers, public 
utility issues arid quite a bundle of 
specialties. The entire line was more 
than 20,000 shares. ‘‘Believe it or 
not, I have a loss in every single 
transaction,’® he said yesterday as 
stocks were scraping bottom. Such 
a situation is likely bring in just 
such liquidation as developed yester- 
day afternoon. It might be called 
“disgusted selling.”’
